IN T E R E S T l.X O E X T R A C T . 


The following extract is from Washington Irving’s 
book, lately published in London entitled, "A bbotsford 
and JVewstead A bbey." 
It contains the recollections 
of a visit to Abbotsford nearly twenty years ago, 18l(j, 
when the Great Unknown re.sided in a humbler retreat 
than the feudal dwelling he soon after erected ; 
and a 
later sojourn at Newstead, after it had ceased to be the 
property of its noble inheritor and passed into the pos­ 
session of Colonel VV'ildman. 
At Newstead, Nanny Smith, an ancient servant, told 
the following tale ;— 
“ ‘One tim e,’ said she, ‘Lord Byron took a notion 
that there was a deal of money liuried about the abbey, 
by the monks m old times, and nothing would serve ' 
him but he must have the Hugging taken up in the clois­ 
ters ; 
and they digged anti digged, but found noth­ 
ing hut stone coHins full of bones. 
Then he must needs 
have one of the coHiris put in one end of the great hall, 


80 that the servants were afraid to go there of nights,—^ 
Several of the skulls were cleaned, and put in frames 
in his room. 
I used to have to go into the room at 
night to shut the windows ; and if 1 glanced an eye at 
them they all seemed to grin, which, I believe, skulls 
always do. 
1 can’t say hut I was glad to get out of the 
rootii.’ ” 
Though the master spirit was not there, Irving en­ 
joyed some delightful hours at Newstead, amid the con­ 
genial hospitalities of its new owner, who has fuitlifully 
preserved as tnuch of Byron as was possible. The above 
Nanny Smith’s anecdotes are among the most interest­ 
ing. 
O f her late master she related :— 
“ He used various modes to sweat himself down

simple soul now sfnnved us into the favorite siUitig- 
room of Miss Chaworlh, with a small Uower-giiriien 
under the windows, in wliirh she h.ul delighted.

this room Byron used to sit and listen to her as she 
played and sang, gazing upon her witli the passionate 
and almost painful devotion of a lovesick strippling 
lie 
liimsell gives us a gloomy picture of his mute idola­

The chamber, like all the other parts of 
the house, had a look of sadness and neglect : the 
Hower-plots beneath the window, which once hloonied 
beneath the fostering hand of Mary Chaworlh, were 
overrun with weed.s,”
